Hone wall, rails, or a mulberry hedge. 
Then transplant your Trees, by dig-t 
ging the holes somewhat larger and 
deeper than will admit the roots about i 
two inches lower than they stood iii, 
the Nursery— place your tri es therein 
upright, haul in the top anil enough to 
cover.thc roots, and tread it d o w n - 
then haul in the remainder of the loose 
earth, and tread it down, leaving a 
small cavity around the tree—then 
place around a little distance from the 
tree, six or eight st anes, for one year. 
When you take them away, throw 
around the tree annually some manure 
and keep the earth mellow for three or i 
four feet around each tree, by hoeing 
often. 
Aud as often as the bark of 
the bodies of the trees grows rough or 
mossy, brush them over with soft-soap 
or soap-sud , or litre aud water ; or 
take three parts of soft cow dung, tw o 
parts lime, ami one part ashes, and
